Reyes speaks on California canning situation | 


Ruben Reyes

Ruben Reyes has been helping to 
organize California cannery workers 
for eight years. He spoke of his trum- 
phs and disappointments in that 
period, when he appeared on campus 
last Tuesday 

“When we formed the Cannery 
Workers’ Committee (CWC) back in 
196%. we thought it was going to be so 
easy. We figured that we would get all 
the workers toget ver and take over a 


whole up:on jocal within five years 


We figured we'd be able to kick the 
Teamsters out across the state,” said 
Reves. “Horseshit' Those guys are dig. 
have al! the money and the 
rnment behind them. I think we 


woke up to the fact that it’s not gonna 
be easy.” 

Most of CWC's battles are with the 
Teamster's Union, which represents 
cannery workers in California Ac- 
cording to Reyes, the workers, the ma- 
jonty of whom are Chicano. have been 
regularly cheated by the Teamsters 
He said that minorities have been 
denied senionty and advancement 
and that the umon had taken worker's 
dues without improving working con- 
ditions in the cannery 

Reves believes that the hierarchy in 
the canneries is tacist and sexist. Ot 
the seven employment “brackets.” 
Reyes says, Chicano’s seldom make it 
into the top three positions. even 
though many have built up seniority 
over the vears. In one Sacramento 


cannery. only (wo top positions are

ed by Chicano’s. even though most 
of the workers are Chicano 
Women. he said. have it even 
worse “Thes put most of the women 
on the belt the toughest job in the 
cannery 
Recent!,. thé courts ordered the 
leamsters and the canneries to pas 
$$.000.000 in back pay to minonties 
and women. tor past discrimination 
However. Reves feels that the amount 
t the lawsuit is inadequate 
“when vou consider that vou have 
ver 60.000 minority workers In 
a. and that some of them 
“re prevented from getting a job for 
Seats. vou know that $§.000,000 
snt going to go vers far” The 
$8 000.000 ¢ gure is actually one es- 


tablished by the federal government 
which ts overseeing the awarding of 
the suit. Reves believes that each in- 
dividual should be able to file their 
own separate suit, which woud 
probably allow them to collect more 
mone, 

Efforts to oust the Teamsters from 
control over the cannery workers have 
been frustrating said Reyes 

“It we could get an honest election 
around here. just one honest election. 
we could get them out of here in a 
minute But what are vou gonna do 
when thes control the election 
machinery” 

“All the union elections are held in 
Ma\. when there are the smaliest 
number of workers employed Mast ot 
the people are like migrant workers 


they're oniy around during seasonal! 
times right after harvesting So if you 
hold the elections in May. youre 
disenfranchising most of the workers 

“After the voting they load ail the 
ballot boxes on a truck and ship «m 
off to Oakland to be counted And you 
know a lot of ballot stuffing goes on 
How do you think they're able to hold 
control? The Teamsters are experts at 
stuffing ballots. And they're so blatant 
about it! They're not afraid, because 
they know the government and the 
regulatory agencies won't do a thing to 
stop them.” 

He believes that 
regulatory agencies aiways take the 
side of the Teamsters and the can 


government

ASI budget not partial 


The 1976-77 ASI budget was inac- 
curately termed partial in the 
September 3 Hornet. A complete 
budget was adopted this summer 

“Until each program area submits 
a detailed line item budget to cover 
their total allocation amount, and it is 


approved, the allocation is frozen,” 
said Sue Hillison, ASI vice president 
“What | meant by partial budget was 
that five program areas had yet to 
have their funds unfrozen. At present, 
only two programs still need their line 
item budgets approved.” 


more support for the SLP_ The party 
received only 300 votes in Califorma 
during the 1972 election 


In that year the SL. P campaigned in 
12 major states which netted a (ota! of 
2,588 votes. This year the party ts 
campaigning in 16 states, which are 
largely industnai 


On the ticket for the vice 
presidency is Conny Blomen, 46, of 
Ipswich, Mass. This is her first can- 
didacy in the party. If elected she 
would be the nation’s first female vice - 
president 


In their public appearances, the 
two candidates have attacked the 
Democratic and Republican parties 
Levin and Blomen say Carter and 
Ford don’t talk about the rea} issues 
but only discuss a few billion dollars 
that ought to be spent or saved 


The SLP candidates discuss the 
possibilities of turning the capitalistic 
society into a socialistic one. In such a 
society, according to the candidates 
the SLP would enforce collective 
ownership by the people of all 
instruments of production 


A party handout defines socialism 
as direct control and management ol 
all the industnes and social services by 
the workers through a democratic 
government based on a nationwide 
economic organization 


lt also means an end to economic 
insecunty and explortat. ~n of the wor- 
king class, since the profit - making 
system would be abolished. says SLP 
Production of goods and services 
would go no further than to satisfy the 
needs of the people 


The SLP disapproves of the way 
socialism works in the Soviet Union 
They maintain that the Soviet 
government ts a state bureaucracy in 
which the working ciass is oppressed 
by a bureaucratic elite 


SLP publications speak bitterly of 
the election system in the United 
States which they say 1s dis 
criminatory. They claim present laws 
make it practically impossible for any 
minority party to get on the ballot In 
California it takes 630,000 signatures 
to get on the ballot 


They charge that the two major 
parties control the elections and will 
never allow a third party to gain mars 
support. The “Equal Tite Act” of the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission is proof of this, according to 
the SLP. The act excludes minonty 
parties from the equal time right 


The SLP has further charged the 
Democratic and Republican parties 
with turning the federal treasury intoa 
campaign fund. Some $25 miilion go 
to each of the parties. Again the 
minority partes are left out 


The SLP claim it will put an end to 
all these unfair rules, if given a fair 
chance. Its primary goal however is to 
change the society into 4 soctalistic 
one. To do so, the SLP will try to 
organize the working class into a 
socialist party that will be strong 
enough to enforce a program of fun- 
damental revolutionary change

CSUS children’s center 
Expansion requested

More than $90,000 in state funds 
has heen requested by the Children’s 
Center to establish infant and day care 
home centers on the CSUS campus 

The center applied for the funds 
$23,153 for mfant care and $67,152 for 
day care homes. in August If the grant 
is approved t will allow the 
Children’s Center to expand their 
facilities and offer much needed ser- 
vices to students with children, ac 
Andrea Setbacken, direc 
tor of the center 

There are currently 110 children 
Presently 


cording to 


enrolled in the center 


lywcensed to care for children between 


the ages of two and five years the 
center would be able to accomodate 
children of all ages if the funds are ap- 
proved 

Setbacken said that students with 
children under two and over five years 
presently have to schedule classes so 
one parent can be with the child while 
the other is in class. She added that 
this situation is particularly critical 
when children have school holidays 
but parents must attend class 

The Children’s Center plans to use 
part of the grant to renovate an old 
trailer formerly used by the Ink 
Machine to use as an infant care 
center. The trailer, donated by the 
ASI. will be moved to a location under 
a grove of redwood trees adjacent to 


the center, if the program ts approved

He is now a 
youth counselor in Sacramento, Davis 
and other outlying areas

Trask has gathered information, 
which he believes, can prove that the 
swine flu innoculation program 1s 4 
political ploy and not as safe as many 
people believe 

“Jimmy Carter came out in favor 
of public health during his campaign, 
but the Ford Administration did not,” 
said Trask 

Trask believes President Ford's 


support for the vaccination program 
stems from an effort to obtain votes 
this election year 

Trask said that many eminent 
physicians recommend against taking 
the vaccine 

“Dr Albert Sabin, who invented 
the oral polio vaccine, believes the 
program should not begin until in- 
fluenza actually strikes,” continued 
Trask 

However, Dr Suzanne Snively, 
director of the CSUS Student Health 
Center, believes the doctors are ac- 
tually objecting to the speed at which 
the innoculation program is moving 

“You will always find conflicting 
opinions when dealing with a con- 
troversial subject,” sa 4 Snively 

“| don’t believe the doctors are ob- 
jecting to giving people the vaccine 
itself. They just feel that there has not 
been adequate testing,” she continued 
“They are worried about being too 
hasty.” 

Snively feels that if people wast un- 
til the flu actually strikes, it will be too 
late to obtain the vaccine 

“There’s no way that a vaccine 
could be made avaiiaole 


immediately * said Snivels 

“The logistics would be 
ficult. This has to be planr 
ahead,” she added 

Trask sat’ 
detecting a 9 
since the ‘act 
protein 

“Not everyone who lines up for a 
shot knows he’s sensitive to eggs,” he 
said 

“People who are sensitive to eggs 
know about it,” said Snively. “They 
couldn't eat them without getting 
sick.” 

Trask said thet in prod. g tne 
veccine, manufacturers could create a 
virus more severe than the original 

“The vaccine is produced from a 
dead virus,” said Snively. “You must 
have a living organism to talk about 
virulence.” 


“The innoculation program ts not 
mandatory,” said Snively. “It must be 
up to the individual to decide whether 
he wants the shot. However, we must 
give the people who wish to have it the 
opportunity to obtain as much in- 
formation as possible.”

Comfortably ensconced in swivel 
chairs spaced about the large, oval, 
simulated walnut table, we waited for 
the meeting to begin. Looking around, 
| counted a grand total of thirteen per- 
sons, seven there “on assignment” for 
a class, two unidentified persons 
(presumably students), and the four 
members of the Worker - Student 
Aliiance (WSA) 

It was very quiet. Finally someone 
cleared his throat, and began to speak 
After introducing himself, Victor 
Rabe gave a longer introduction and 
history of WSA, then got to the point 
of the meeting 

“We are fighting the spread of

represents racism, and should be 
removed from classes and the campus 
Last year in the fall, four Public Ad- 
ministration and Government profes- 
sors used it.

Rabe explained that WSA cam- 
paignea last fall to stop the use of a re- 
quired racist text on campus, and plan 
to continue the fight against “the 
spread of racist filth on this campus.” 

Questions started to flow from the 
seven of us on assignment to Rabe and 
the three anonymous members 
concerning freedom of speech, how 
the book was used in class and efforts 
already made to ban the book 

Rabe and one other member 
fielded most of the questions, stating 
“Freedom of speech is not the issue,” 
and “how the book is used ts 
irrelevant,” reiterating. “We want to

Every once in awhile a group of ex- 
traordinary individuals join together 
to form something that could develop 
into something special. Such is the 
music of the Funky Kings, a newly - 
formed rock group that recently 
recorded their first album under the 
Arista lable 

The collective musical energy em- 
hiidied in this group has generated an- 
ti@pation and excitement within the 
regording industry, unlike anything to 
comme along in quite some time 

| The core of the Funky Kings con- 
siMts of three exceptional fellows, Jack 
Idmpchin, Richard Stekol and Jules 
Shear, each a brilliant songwniter, 
singer, and musician 

Tempchin perhaps the best 
known. having gained considerable 
fame fo: whiting two of the Eagles’ 
classics, “Peacetul Easy Feeling” and 
“Already Gone” His gift for marrying 
lynes and melody had already won his 
a reputation as “that legendary San 
Diego songwriter” in the early days 
when he crossed paths with other 
young upstarts named Jackson 
Browne. Glenn Frey and J. D 
Souther 

Just a ut the same time 
Tempchin was making his move inthe 
music world, Steko! was playing ina 
popular west coast band named 
Honk. an amalgam of highly capable 
musicians tat recorded and toured 
but never #roke ona wide basis. In ad- 
dition to being 4 writer and singer, his 
standout lead guitar style has always 
baen distinctively recognizable and ts 
one of the most stnking elements in 
the instrumental sound of the Funky 
Kings 

Shear, meanwhile, moved to Los 
Angeles (after developing his unique 
songwriting sensibility while studying 
at the University of Pittsburgh) and 
began playing folk clubs in 
Westwood At one port he led his 
own group named Southpaw, whose 
name was a not - so - subtle reference 
ta his personalized left - handed up- 
sige - down guitar technique 

} It was Tempchin's suggestion that 
the three form a band together to play 
if a bar that sparked the inevitable 
farmation of the Funky Kings. It was 

niy on their second day of rehearsal 
that Ansta president Chve Davis 
stopped by to have a listen and signed 
them immediately 

With three writers, each of whom 
could fill a solo album with his own 
songs. Tempchin, Stekol and Shear 
provide an abundance of creative 
energy and share the role of writer and 
lead singer within the group 

One of the band’s most exceptional

longing, confusion and affirmation, 
songs in such extraordinary numbers 
that it's hard to believe one man could 
have created them all. Such as

“Like a Rollin’ Stone” (considered by 
any as one of the greatest rock songs 
written), “Masters of War,” 
*With God on Our Side,” “A Hard

Football fundamentals, which 
have been taught for years to aspiring 
urid stars, have been changed this 
season in the name of safety by the 
National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation (NC AA) 

With the intention of reducing 
head and neck injuries, the NCAA has 

noosed a rule prohibiting the use of 
the defensive player's head in the 
tackling process

Another imposed rule restricts the 
use of the hands by defensive linemen 
In past seasons a defensive tackle or 
end could bring his hands up and 
push, pull, grab or “slap the offensive 
lineman up side the head to get his 
attention ” Almost anything was lega!

ssessing the faculty 


as human beings

The university is one of the 
institutions through which human 
beings have carried on their under 
taking to examine, evaluate, and im- 
prove the quality of life It is par- 
ticularly associated with the intellec- 
tual versions of that undertaking 
though it has no unique claim to, nor 
is it Contined to the intellectual stvie of 
address. Alreely ranging curiosity isa 


central feature of the undertaking 


In common with other institutions 
the university suffers from an am 
bivalence reflecting both its 
separateness and its inseparability 
trom the general community. The con 
dition suggested by this ambivalence ts 
the source of much conflict and agony 
Both, | suspect, are inevitable aspects 
of the human condition, but accep- 
tance of that inevitability need not 
lead to the acceptance of particular 
consequences 


The ambivalence identified above 
is reflected in the governing of the 
university. Faculty lay claim to 
independence in their professional 
lives, basing the claim largely on their 
professional competence On_ the 
other hand, administration claims for 
itself a unifying role based on an asser- 
tion of its unique representation of the 
general community's concerns in op- 
position to the supposed centrifugal 
tendencies of the faculty's assertions 
of professional competence 


Just as the facu!ty’s claims to uni- 
que competence are properly suspect 
so are administrations’ claims toa uni- 
que ability to safeguard general com- 
munity concerns as they arise in the 
university context. The one involves a 
denial, or at least a minimizing, of the 
fact and the importance of other 
intellectual activity in the community 
The other represents an attempt on the 
part of administration to deny the 
faculty's membership in the general 
community 


Students are suspect to both 
faculty and administration. They are 
dismissed by administration § as 
novitiate citizens, and by faculty as 
novitiate scholars 


The foregoing is, | believe, a fairly 
traditional account of a university 
Stated in this fashion, the problems of 
governance of the university can seem 
to involve irreconcilable viewpoints 
which inevitably exist ina condition of 
more or less acute conflict. To the ex- 
tent that interests within the university 
are able to align themselves with the 
politically dominant forces in the 
community, they can be masters on 
the campus) Administration 
charactenstically accomplishes this 
identification without difficulty 
Thereby it becomes the agent of a cor- 
ruption of the university at its core, for 


the task of examining, evaluating, and 
improving the quality of life cannot be 
carned on without distortion under 
administration identified with the 
benelicianes of corruption in. the 
genera! community 


There is, however, another way of 
stating the problems of the university 
which may offer means of dealing with 
some of its conflicts, means, that can 
be productive and should be accep- 
table in a democratic society 


The traditional account of the 
university focuses on the special status 
of the classes of persons involved and 
Particularly on their claims to dis- 
tinctness from the general community 
and from each other. These asserted 
special competences become the basis 
tor claims to take specia! part in the 
university But those claims are 
lumited by their basis 


Without any intention to devalue 
the significance of these distinctions, it 
may be useful to focus rather on the 
traditional conception of citizenship 
The claim to professional competence 
and to independence in its exercise isa 
two - edged sword by which faculty ac- 
complish an ever narrower 
independence from the general com- 
munity and an even more abject 
subservience to administration within 
the university. Charactenstically the 
range ot autonomy provided by asser- 
tions of unique professional 
competence is a hollow departmental 
autonomy at the very center of which 
administration attempts to insist on 
the placement of its own agent, the 
department chair Even recommen- 
dations tor retention and promotion 
are governed in the end by political 
and fiscal considerations extenor to 
the department and announced to it 
by administration in a kind of shell 
game in which the determining in- 
formation is al! on one side 


The error lies in resting claims to 
sell - government on expertness in an 
intellectual discipline. The two have 
anentirely different relationship. It is 
not eXpertise which warrants the 
claim, it is the faculty's status as 
human beings and as citizens. The 
claim is the claim of every person, not 
a special one for a special class of 
work. It is in no way peculiarly 
connected to intellectual avtivities, but 
rises rather out of the general human 
condition. The reasonableness of lay 
suspicion of special claims to profes- 
sional authonty is nowhere better seen 
than where those claims have been 
most successful in the medical 
protession 


Recognizing the error in basing 
faculty claims solely on specific 
professional competence also serves to 
put the legitimacy of administration's 


Claims im a Ciearer light. for those 


claims involve on the one hand the 
narrowest possible acknowledgement 


of faculty competence (and therefore 


ciuzenship). and on the ther the 
assertion tor itself of a special! relation 
ship to the external community. its 


law. and higher authority. (So the 
President pictures himself as boinging 
the law of the trustees and the state to 
a lawless campus The ability to 
recognize our lawlessness is contined 
to him andthe ffic f the 
Chancellor ) 


Sharp questions about some recent 
events and phenomena in the CSU 
and particularly at Sacramento are 


uggested by the foregoing 


According to a recent study, the 
number of executive management 
positions in the CSUC has increased 
by 60.6%, in the period 1969 to 1976 
This is twice the growth of enrollment 
three times the growth of instructional 
faculty positions, and seventy five 
times the growth of library positions 
The relative growth of salanes makes 
the cost inplication of these figures 


even worse

The PRI proposal did not contem 
plate the introduction of new of im 
proved efforts toevaluate the teaching 
ind scholarship of faculty. it merely 
contemplated the introduction of new 
ind more highly paid administrators 
to arrive at the final decisions Nor 
was there any showing that these ad 

nistrators had any knowledge or 
competence not otherwise avatlable 
One can only suppose that the purpose 
has to do with their dependence of 
their superiors for their own security 
This 1s not a design for improved 
idgments, itisa specific design for ar 
hitrary decisions 

All the while much of the proper 
business of administration languishes 
nm neglect of Mismanagement, o 
festers in corruption. Parking lots a 
put out of use and refinished at 
periods of greatest need. Painting and 
alterations are delayed in similaf 
fashion Reclassification funds aré€ 
channeled into the administration 
huilding Examples are endless, ir+ 
ritating. and depressing
